ANUFACTURING SNAILS 

John F. Mazur, an obscure bacteriolo- 
gist of Lorain, O., claims to have produced 
artificial snails, fully alive, out of ordinary 
chemicals. Some years ago Butschii, a Ger- 
man naturalist, mixed a tiny portion of 
common salt with olive oil and produced 
artificial protoplasm, which . is the only 
known substance that lives or dies. A 
droplet of this man-made emulsion would 
move about and mimic all the movements 
of an ameba so exactly that @xperts could 
not distinguish between the real and the 
manufactured microbe. In the end, how- 
ever, Butschli discovered that his creature 
could not assimilate food and grow. It 
proved to be simply a clever imitation of 
living substance. And it's a good guess 
that Mazur’s snails are the children of oth- 
er spails, with a long line of snails back 
of them, instead of having been chemically 
created. While seeking for the secret of 
life it would seem that the Lorain bacter- 
fologist might aim at something higher 
than snails. Most people are more inter- 
ested in methods of destroying, not in man- 
utacturing these slimy gastropods.
